NEW YORK, Ang. 15.—(#)--Two 
men were killed and another seriously 
wounded today in what police said 
was a fresh outbreak of a _ building 
racket war in “Little Italy” on the 
upper East Side. 

All of the victims were in the con- 
tracting business. They were sitting 
in the second floor office of a_ build- 
ing at 352 East 116th street, owned 
by Pietro Morello, when the door was 
flung open and two men -opened firc. 

Morello and Joseph Perranio fe] 
dead and Gasper Pollaro 
wounded. 

Police said Morello was a 
brother of Ciro Terranova, whose din- 
ner to Magistrate Albert Vitale last 
year wa. held up by gunmen, leading 
to revelations that resulted in removal 
of Vitale from the city bench.

TRIM THE COUNTY TAXES. 


Montana is the only state of the 
Union that revealed in the census 
an actual loss of population in the 
past ten years. The state authori- 
ties locate the cause in the steady 
increase during that period in the 
expenses of county government and 
the taxes necessary to pay them. 
They have sent out to the county 
authorities over the state an urgent 
appeal for a revision and cutting 
down of county budgets. 

In several other states there are 
movements on foot to limit the tax- 
ing powers of county authorities by 
laws fixing a maximum rate beyond 
which they cannot go. The burdens 
of taxation of which the people 
mostly complain, and most justly, 
are the local taxes arbitrarily im- 
posed without reference to the 
wishes of the taxpayers. 

Here in Georgia the state prop- 
erty levy is only five mills on the 
dollar, but in the counties the rate 
runs from 16 to 45 mills. Some 
of the counties in which the local 
_ rate is highest pay little to the state. 
It is estimated that 113 of the 161 
draw more money from the state 
every year than they pay to it. 

During the past ten years the 
state made a total increase of less 
than 7,000 in population and there 
were shifts of the people in the state 
causing losses to many counties. It 
may be possible to trace those ef- 
fects to high taxes in the counties, 
for all of those that lost population 
have even larger attractions for peo- 
ple than in those decades when they 
steadily grew in the number of in- 
habitants. 

It might be illuminating to coun- 
ty governors and state legislators 
alike to investigate closely the re- 
lation of county tax rates to these 
shifts of population. There are big 
fish up that stream. 


BACK ON THE OLD BASIS. 

Recent revelation of internal dis- 
sension among national republican 
leaders as to the conduct of the af- 
fairs of the party in the south, gives 
but little ground for hope that repu- 
table and permanent organizations 
in the various southern states will 
be set up, at least for a long time. 

The house cleaning policy an- 
nounced at the beginning of the 
Hoover administration indicated that 
the respectable republican voters of 
the south hoped to form strong 
state organizations, ably and clean- 
ly directed, 

Instead, it now appears that the 
old plan to use the party organiza- 
tion in the south solely for the 
purpose of influencing the nomina- 
tion-of republican candidates for 
president, is to continue, with rival 
leaders in each state protesting 


every step taken by those in power | 


for the time being. 

Following the failure of the lead- 
ers in Georgia to agree upon a 
national committeeman—the titular 
head of the party in the state—the 
appointment of a “patronage com- 
mittee’ was announced early in the 
Hoover administration, the _ chief 
duty of this committee being to 
recommend local appointments to 
the various departments in Wash- 
ington. While it. was not so an- 
ynounced, it was understood that 
this committee, composed of a num- 
ber of outstanding Georgia repub- 
licans, was charged with the duty 
of building up an all-white con- 
trolled organization in the state, 
with all factions united, 

Desertions, double-crossing and 
acrimony quickly followed the ac- 
tivities of this committee, with the 
result that it soon became a new 
faction, with all other factions ar- 
raved against it.

That condition 
has involuntarily thrown these will- 
ing workers out of earning oppor- 
tunities and made them humiliated 
and needy victims. They deserve 
the sympathy and sustenance that 
their more fortunate neighbors ar 
able to afford. ' 

Let it be understood that the re- 
lief movement is to be voluntarily 
and carefully conducted and hat 
every cent of the relief funds will 
be devoted to the purpose for which 
it is given. There will be no ex- 
pense of administration. 

No worthier nor more appealing 
cause has come before the hearts of 
Atlantans in many a year and it 
should move the people to prompt 
and liberal responses.

THE LIFE OF THE STATE. 

A federal district court in Wis- 
consin has refused to enjoin the 
collection of a state tax. The theory 
is upheld that the injunctive power 
of a court is not properly invoked 
for a such a purpose when the tax 
is manifestly not confiscatory. The 
proper remedy is suit for the re- 
covery of the tax after its payment 
under protest. In such suit the 
validity of the tax may be called in 
question and decided in due course. 

The trend of court decisions, as 
shown by quotations of many de- 
cisions in the several states, is to 
refuse holding up the revenues of 
a state wholesale at the instance of 
a taxpayer who thinks that some 
specific tax is oppressive upon him. 
The levying of a state tax is a Sov- 
ereign act that should be incontest- 
able by injunction, especially where 
a remedy at law is provided by the 
State. 

In some States, as in Kentucky 
in the case of its sales tax, it is 
provided in the statute that no court 
of the state shall have authority to 
enjoin its collection. That is a cor- 
rect principle to be applied in view 
of the fact that the functioning of 
the *state is dependent upon the 
prompt and full collection of its 
tax revenues. 

General Toombs held that view 
when he had inserted in the con- 
stitution of Georgia the declaration 
that ‘“‘the right of taxation is a sov- 
ereign right, inalienable, inde- 
structible, is the life of the state,” 
and that no department of the gov- 
ernment should have the authority 
to “limit or restrain” that right.

MARY BAKER MURDER 
SUSPECT IS INDICTED 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—(4)— 
An indictment charging Herbert M. 
Campbell, Virginia real estate opera- 


tor, with the murder of Mary Baker, 
young navy department employe, was 
returned today by a District of Co- 
lumbia grand jury and plans for ex- 
traditing him to Washington were 
set in motion. 

The grand jury acted after exam- 
ining more than a dozen witnesses 
in a two-day session. Campbell now 
is being held in the Alexandria ( Va.) 
jail. An extradition hearing was set 
for next Wednesday before United 
States Commissioner Phillips at Alex- 
andria. 

Charley Henry Smith, of Alexan- 
dria, attorney for Campbell, who has 
vigorously opposed extradition, assert- 
ed after the grand jury action that 
“the fight has only begun.” He said 
he would attempt to prove his client 
could not possibly have slain Miss 
Baker in the District of Columbia. 

The girl’s body was found last 
April 12 in a.culvert near Arlington 
National cemetery in Virginia after 
her abandoned automobile had been 
found some distance away. She had 
been shot three times and strangled. 

Campbell has denied the crime and 
claimed an alibi which has been sup- 
ported by members of his family. 

A revolver turned over to police 
by Campbell has been identified as 
the gun which fired the shots. Camp- 
bell’s attorney, however, said he was 
prepared to produce ballistic experts 
who would testify that the revolver 
was not the one used in the slaying. 


Canada Calls Halt 


On Immigration Flow 


OTTAWA, Ont., Aug. 15—(4)— 
W. A. Gordon, minister of immigra- 
tion and _ colonization, today an- 
nounced a government policy of dis- 
continuing immigration from the con- 
tinent of Europe, with the exception 
of experienced farmers of suitable 
type who possess means to establish 
and maintain themselves on farms, 
and wives and children of persons al- 
ready established in Canada. 

“This policy,” said Mr. Gordon, “is 
rendered necessary by reason of the 
unemployment in Canada. The pur- 
pose is to prevent persons coming to 
this country who will not be able to 
find work on arrival and to protect 
the people of Canada from the bur- 
den of such unemployment. We re- 
gard the present situation as tem- 
porary, but we propose to apply an 
effective remedy until unemployment 
conditions have improved ‘and to con- 
trol any immigration movement in the 
future so that immigration will not 
again be a contributing factor to un- 
employment conditions.” 

No change has been made with re- 
spect to immigration from Great Brit- 
ain or the United States, but the de- 
partment will not solicit or engour- 
age any movement at the present 
time. Mr. Gordon made it clear the 
new regulations will not interfere 
in any way with free movement to 
Canada from Great Britain or the 
United St&tes of tourists or those en- 


gaged in business or commerce. |

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 15.—(>)— 
The primary session of the installa- 
tion of the chamber of deputies eler- 
toral college was held this afternvon 
with military police stationed about 
the building to prevent possible dis- 
turbances.

BISHOP GIVEN YEAR 


FOR RUM VIOLATION 


NEW ‘YORK, Aug. 15.—(#)—Be- 
cause he asked his priests to sign 
withdrawal orders for sacramental 
wine and then sold the wine to boet- 
leggers, Bishop Charles Mrzena, of 
the Czecho-Slovak Orthodox Old Cath- 
olic church in the United States, was 
sentenced today to serve a year anid 
a day in Atlanta penitentiary.

At _ the 
federal prosecutor's office it was said 
the bishop had never become a citi- 
zen of the United States and so, hav- 
ing committed a felony, was subject 
to deportation.

246 MORE TONSILS NEED- 
* LESSLY REMOVED. 

In one of my recent talks about the 
tonsillectomy scandal—I mean scan- 
dal—I gave these statistics: 

Among 1,000 tonsils removed in an 
infirmary or public clinic in the mid- 
dle west, 710 were found to be nor- 
mal; at least the pathologist who ex- 
amined them after removal reported 
that they had not been seriously atf- 
fected. 

Some of the medical brethren com- 
plain—not to me, directly—that my 
harping on such statistics gives them 
a cervical neuralgia. For the relief 
of such pain in the neck I recom- 
mend diathermy treatment. 

Here I am again with more sad 
figures. I glean from the official or- 
gan of the great New York State 
Medical Society the fact that: 

“Shambaugh, of Chicago, who has 
spoken freely on this subject, says in 
a study of 290 cases of inner ear 
deafness ‘the unpleasant fact 
stares us in the face that of these 


children, 123 had their tonsils remov-; 


ed for the purpose of improving an 
ear condition which could not in- 
fluenced in the slightest by any op- 
eration ‘on the nose or throat.’ ” 

The inner ear, as doctors use the 
term, is not the ear cavity just with- 
in the eardrum, where the little bones 
called hammer, anvil and stirrup are 
housed; it is the delicate nerve con- 
ducting portion of the hearing appa- 
ratus deeply situated in the bone of 
the skull close to the brain. What 
the layman knows ag the “inner ear 
is the middle ear of medical phrase- 
ology. 

Actual troubles in the middle ear 
are often helped or quite cured by 
removal of enlarged tonsils. 

Apparently the 123 little patients 
in Shambaugh’s series were unfortu- 
nate enough to come under the care 
of their doctors at the time when the 
tonsillectomy craze was at its height. 

Adding these 246 tonsils needlessly 
removed, to the ‘710 normal tonsils re- 
moved in the Kansas City dispensary, 
and we have a grand total of 956 ton- 
sils whose removal the best orators of 
the laryngological world will never, 
never be able to explain satisfactorily. 

To readers who are tonsil-conscious 
there is probably nothing very funny 
about this, but I am not conscious 
that I have any tonsils and it is quite 
humorous to me. 

I have a mean notion that if I were 
to go snooping into some of our ane: 
er hospital ash cans I might be able 
to gather some really impressive sta- 
tistics about the way the tonsillec- 
tomy craze persists in some quarters. 
Ours is still an over-operated country 
in some respects. 

Where the laugh comes in is here: 
Not a few of the big tonsillectomy 
specialists still assure their unsophis- 
ticated patrons that this newfangled 
“electrical” treatment is “no good,’ 
or that it “doesn’t remove the tonsil 
completely” or that it “fails to eradi- 
cate some septic foci.” As __ though 
bloody surgery offered anything bet-

National Church

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 15.—()— 
The bells of Mexico's national cathe- 
ral rang out today, calling the peo- 


of the feast of the Assumption. 

Thousands attended the cathedral 
in a steady procession that gave the 
plaza which the edifice faces the 
greatest activity since the closing of 
the. massive building in July, 1926. 

It was just four years and 15 days 
since the cathedral deors swung shut, 
and the priests left their churches at 
the outbreak of the religious troubles. 
Although the church and state dis- 
putes were settled 14 months ago, 
when the churches started reopening, 
the cathedral remained closed for re- 
pairs, some of which are not. yet com- 
pleted. There still are temporary 
floors in part of the gnain body and 
these are somewhat Shaky. It was 
this that caused the atkthorities to de- 
cide to open the building on a 
week day and with hardly more than 
24 hours’ notice to the public in an 
effort to prevent overcrowding. 

A succession of masses proceeded 
orderly sequence under the direction 
of Archbishop Pascual Diaz who, with 
Archbishop Ruiz Flores, represented 
the church in the conferences of last 
June when the old controversy with 
the state was terminated. 

Some difficulty was experienced by 
the custodians in opening the massive 
iron gates facing the cathedral, the 
locks of which had rusted tightly dur- 
ing their term of disuse. Finally 
enough of the gates were opened to 
handle the incessant lines of worship- 
ers,

The Tahiti, a steel twin-screw liner, 
is one of the largest vessels plying 
between the Pacific coast and the 
south Pacific. 

She is 460 feet long with a breadth 
of 55.5 feet and a depth of 24.4. For- 
merly the Port Kingston, the vessel 
was built by A. Stephen and Sona, 
Ltd., of Glasgow,,in 1904. 

Her port of registry is London and 
the vessel flies a British flag.

DIE IN TRAIN WRECK 


No Passengers Hurt When 
Cow Derails Train in 
South Carbdlina.

The bodies of a Southern railway en- 
gineer and fireman, apparently killed 
instantly when their engine overturned 


upon them, were extricated from 
wreckage early today. 

James G. Price, engineer, and Jeff 
E. Holland, fireman, both of Colum- 
bia, S. C., were sole victims when a 
speeding Southern passenger train 
struck a cow late last night, causing 
the locomotive, two coaches and a 
Pullman car to leave the rails. Only 
the locomotive overturned, however, 
and no passengers were injured. 

Clearing of the tracks was com- 
pleted early today and traffic re 
sumed over the line. 

George E. Mulligan, mail clerk, and 
D. A. Shealy, express clerk, both of 
Columbia, suffered minor injuries 
when they were tossed around in the 
mail car as it ‘jumped the rails and 
came to a sudden stop. 

Passengers on the train, bound for 
points between Columbia and At- 
lanta, were severely shaken up and 
suffered some from shock but no in- 
juries were reported, rail officials 
said. An engine was sent from Green- 
wood, 20 miles from here, to the scene 
of the wreck, between Chappels and 
Old Town, two small towns, to carry 
the passengers to Spartanburg, where 
they could be sent over other rails to 
Atlanta. 

Derricks and. wrecking créws from 
Columbia and Spartanburg were giv- 
en the right of way as they speeded 
here to aid in clearing the wreckage 
and lifting the engine from the two 
bodies. Rail officials estimated that 
five hours’ work would be required 
before the bodies could be removed. 
Columbia is 60 miles from here and 
Spartanburg about 75. 


FOREIGN RETAILERS 
LOSE GROUND IN GrlINA 


BY MORRIS J. I:ARRIS. 
Associated Press Correspondent. 
SHANGHAI, Aug. 15.—()—The 

foreign retail merchant in China is 
losing his grip. The handwriting on 
the wall predicts his disappearance 
from this part of the world. 

Chinese retailers who have adopted 
the white man’s methods of doing 
business are making so much head- 
way that the foreigner is no longer 
able to stand the pace. As evidence 
of his downfall, one large foreign de- 
partment store in Shanghai has gone 
into liquidation, while the annual re- 
ports of several other equally big con- 
cerns show that they are losing 
monevya. 

This does not mean that foreign 
trade or commerce in China is near- 
ing the rocks. Far from it. It sim- 
ply means that the foreign middle 
men are being eliminated from the 
field while the Chinese are taking 
their places. 

In practically all large Chinese de- 
partment stores foreign goods are sold 
in quantity. Chinese buyers demand 
popular advertised brands and it is 
possible to purchase anything in a 
Shanghai store that one can find in 
any up to date New York or Chicago 
concern. 

The secret is the Chinese  mer- 
chant's ability to keep down the over- 
head. With him such a matter is 
simple. There are no Sigh safaried 
executives on his staff and his ‘clerks 
work for one-tenth the salaries re- 
quired by foreigners. 

He has brought price-slashing un- 
der the category of a fine art and 
it is possible to purchase from him 
at prices that the average foreign 
merchant must pay whuvlesale. 

As an illustration one foreign mer- 
chant decided to price the goods his 
Chinese competitor up the street was 
selling. Both were enzaged in the 
same kind of business and were 
handling the same rro ucts. 

Imagine the foreigner’s surprise 
when he discovered that the Chinese 
was selling over the counter for less 
money than he had to pay for the 
products in his store at wholesale. 
On questioning the importer he was 
told that foreign wholesalers in Chi- 
na were primarily interested in sell- 
ing goods to the Chinese and not to 
the foreigner. 

It is to the Chinese that the im- 
porter must look for turnover, 
merchant was told, and not to 
foreigner. The native merchant 
simply taken advantage of his 
counts by buying in eaormous quan- 
tities which the foreigner has - never 
been able to do. 


Ambassador to Persia

TEHERAN, Persia, Aug. 15.—(/) 
Memdou Chavkety Bey, the Turkish 
ambassador to Persia; has been recall- 
ed to Turkey. 


For some time past the relations | :- 
tween Turkey and Persia have been 
disturbed by the Turkish campaign 
against the Kurds in the region of 
Mount Ararat. There were some re- 
ports that Turkish troops, in pursuit 
of the rebellious tribesmen, crossed 
the frontier into Persia. 

Turkey has been seeking the coop- 
eration of Persia in stamping out the 
menace of the Kurds but thus far has 
been unsuccessful, Petsia refusing to 
permit Turkish troops to cross the 
frontier. _ ie 

Recent reports from Turkey indi- 
eated that there were at least 70,000 
Turkish soldiers along the Turko-Per- 
sian and Turko-Irak frontiers.

The place where the body was 
found is approximately one-half mile 
from Congress and Mountfort streets. 

Connolly had been a member of 
the force 12 years.

The matter also is understood to 
have been brought to the attention 
rs the state department at Washing- 
on. 

Abyssinia has signed but not rati- 
fied the anti-slavery convention. 


FIRM PRESIDENT 
DENIES IMPUTATIONS. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 15.—()— 
Gano Dunn, president of the J. G. 
White Engineering Corporation, dis- 
claimed today any intention uf employ- 
ing slave labor in Abyssinia, imputed 
to the company in reports to the 
League of Nations. 

He said that in preparation for 
beginning a great irrigation project 
in that country, White engineers were 
about to begin a survey which prob- 
ably would take about two. years 
and therefore there would be no la- 
bor question at all until the end of 
that period. When labor is neces- 
sary, he said, free labor would be 
hired. ; , 

Dunn’s formal statement on the 
subject follows: 

“The J. G. White Engineering Cor- 
poration has been employed by the 
emperor of Ethiopia (Abyssinia) to 
make a survey and engineering —— 
on certain main highways in Ethi- 
opia and a dam and control works at 
Lake Tsana, the source of the Blue 
Nile in Ethiopia, preliminary to con- 
struction work at the lake. 

“The dam and control works are 
for the delivery of a larger volume 
of water to the Sudan for the irri- 
gation program of the Sudan govern- 
ment above Khartoum. The survey 
will occupy for a year or more the 
engineers who are about to leave for 
Ethiopia. 

“The emperor has formally in- 
formed the J. G. White Engineering 
Corporation that it is his intention 
to have it construct the dam at Lake 
Tsana, and the roads. 

“A vice president of our corpora- 
tion has twice visited Ethiopia and 
had many conferences with the em- 
peror and with the officials of his 
Ethiopian government. From his re- 
ports and from all the other informa- 
tion we have obtained, we are con- 
vinced that the emperor is radically 
opposed to slave labor and is doing 
everything in his power to eradicate 
every form of slavery in his kingdom, 
and we believe also that the employ- 
ment of slave labor by us or by any 
other foreigners contemplating work 
in Ethiopia would be obnoxious to 
the emperor. 

“The missionaries stationed in 
Ethiopia are devoting particular at- 
tention to the medical and sanitary 
phases of their work. We have con- 
sulted them and they are prepared 
to welcome our co-operation. 

“When the J. G. White Engineer- 
ing Corporation undertakes any con- 
struction work in Ethiopia, it will 
certainly treat as free men afl natives 
that it employs and will, by proper 
construction camps and sanitatio-, in- 
troduce conditions of working and 
well-being that will meet the ap- 
proval of enlightened humanitarians 
in the United States and elseyhere. 

“We anticipate that the emperor 
will not only insist on, but will co- 
operate with us in bringing about 
these results. Our interest in the 
Ethiopian work is conditioned upon 
such co-operation.”

The body of Charles T. Lawrence, 70, 
retired planter, who went with a party 


of friends on a fox hunt early Friday 
morning, was found Friday afternoon 
little more than a mile from where 
the party parked automobiles for the 
hunt, death having resulted from a 
heart attack.

Investi- 
gation quickly disclosed that death 
had resulted from a heart attack. 

Mr. Lawrence was a steward in the 
Methodist church and a member of the 
Masonic fraternity. He was born and 
reared in Putnam county and had lived 
in Eatonton practically all his life. 

He is survived by two daughters, 
Mrs. Rufus Bachelor, of Eatonton, 
and Mrs. Inez Burnett, of Thomaston, 
and two sons, R. L. Lawrence, of At-

STATE TAX REVISION 


SEEN AS CERTAINTY 


Business Interests Help Move- 
ment, Says Park, in State- 
ment at Macon. 


MACON, Ga., Aug. 15.—(P)—A 
revision of Georgia's tax system is 
in prospect because business inter- 
ests have joined in a movement to 
promote reform, Orville A. Park, spe- 
cial counsel for the recently formed 
State Tax Revision Association, said 
here Friday. 

Adoption of a modern tax system 
now is possible for the first time 
since agitation for an improvement 
was begun 30 years ago, Mr. Park 
said. 

A survey of tax conditions is be- 
ing made by Dr. Harley L. Lutz, of 
Princeton University. 

Expense of the survey “is being 
borne by the business interests of 
Georgia,, Mr. Park said. 

Lack of any definite information 
has heretofore prevented a_ revised 
system, Mr. Park said, “and I have 
been convinced that two things were 
essential to, accomplishment of that 
purpose.” 

“The first,” he said, “was a_bet- 
ter knowledge of conditions, of opera- 
tions of the present tax system, needs 
of the state, revenue producing sources 
and effect of tax measures on busi- 
ness. The second was co-operation 
of the business inter.. : of the state 
in working out a program and in co- 
operation with the state government 
in putting a sane system in opera- 
tion. . 

“For the first time, both these es- 
sentials have been met. Dr. Lutz has 
been retained to make the survey and 
to suggest a plan for a new fiscal 
and tax system. ‘The business inter- 
ests of the state have nledged them- 
selves to pay expenses of the survey 
and to co-operate with the state in 
working out a new system. 

“In my opinion, this is the great- 
est step which has been taken since 
tax revision became an issue 30 years 
ago.

VALDOSTA, Ga., Aug. 15.—Rap- 
idly scaling down from a general av- 
erage of $13 plus on Monday to a 


scant $10 plus on Wednesday* the 
tobacco market became somewhat 


chaotic after the middle of the week, | 
although the hysteria manifest during 
the first week was not as apparent 
in the general demoralization. 

Theories and speculations regard- 
ing the cause of the $3 slump were 
plentiful, but the majority agreed 
that the undue haste of growers tu 
rush tobacco to market was perhaps 
the greatest contributing factor. Dur- 
ing the second week there was a very 
marked tendency to hurry the weed 
to market, and on the opening of the 
third week this movement appeared 
to have become acute in Valdosta. 
Not only were the warehouses filled 
to capacity on Tuesday, but parking 
spaces about the warehouses for 
blocks in every direction were filled 
with trucks loaded and waiting for 
an opportunity to unload. On Wed- 
nesday this situation had become more 
intensified, and not only were the 
warehouse floors filled, as well as 
the parking spaces, but the runways 
inside warehouses were piled high 
with baskets of tobacco awaiting a 
vacant space on the floor. 

Trucks with loads stood as long as 
two days and one night waiting to 
get places to unload. Close observ- 
ers were of the opinion that this over- 
crowding the market had something 
to do with causing a substantial drop 
in the prices during the following 
days and even optimists became pes- 
simists over the ability of the mar- 
ket to come back after such an as- 
sault with tonnage as the week had 
developed through overanxiety to sell 
on a downward market. 

Fair Prices Thursday. 

Sales on the market Thursday 
reached a total of 748,000, largest for 
season so far. Sales amounted to 
$75,764.04, an averege of $10. 

One warehouse was completely 
blocked, while block sales were com- 
pleted in two others for Wednesday's 
account. Although the price aver- 
age was low, .much_ good _ tobacco 
brought fair prices, the general level 
being lowered by the common gradgs 
offered.

Another prominent Californian who 
shared in the capitalist’s benevolence 
was the author, Gertrude Atherton, 
who will receive $20,000. Her book,

Phelan said in his will he was never 
married and was the father of no 
children.

. THE DIFFERENCE. 

HEN I SAY the difference will be slight I base it upon a consider- 
able amount of play—and upon one leading example.

One of the members of the four-ball troupe was bounding along 
like a wild horse. He was out in 35. He came back in 39, with 
a six where he misjudged the distance to the green after a well- 
hit shot. He had a 74, which he admitted was somewhat be- 
yond his pace. , 

.. That afternoon we stayed out again. He holed his putt on the first 
green with a ball that had seen some service. | picked it out and handed 
it back. noticed it was the new and larger, lighter ball. 

“I see you are playing with the new ball,’’ I said. 

“No,” he answered, “I never hit one of them in my life.” 

“But this is the new ball,” I replied. 

He took a close look and admitted that it was the same ball he had 
used for his 74 in the forenoon. 

“But I never knew it was the new ball,” he said, “I meant 
to buy one of the others, the present size. I can see now,” he 
added, “why I had so many good lies where the ball seemed to 
be sitting up and why I was using a brassie so well.” 

This happens to be a true story. It has nothing to do with any 
ballyhoo' for the new ball, since it happens to, be the writer’s contention 
that a player should be allowed to use any size or weight he wants to 
use. 

We've already had too many people telling us what we could 
eat and drink and play with. And it was usually something they 
didn’t like—and naturally didn’t want anybody else to like—that 
being human nature in the raw. But this one example proves 

| how slight the change really is. 
| When a veteran golfer who has been hammering the old ball all his 
‘life doesn’t know that he is playing with the new ball after 18 holes 
there can’t be any devastating departure—any change that makes any 
vital difference.

There probably never was a champion who took the 
matter of winning a championship with less seriousness. 

Glenna can win or lose a title and if you can tell the difference 10 
minutes later you are the world’s greatest mind reader.

+ give him a victory over the world 
champion Philadelphia Athleties 
at Phliadelphia. 


The old Roman has spent iuost 
of the Inst several years.in Wis- 
consin because of poor health, 
but has maintained an eager in- 
terest in baseball affairs. The 
Sox have done little since the 
1919 team was wrecked in the 
world series scandal, but this 
year Comiskey engaged Doni 
Bush as manager and started to 
build again. 

Bush has made wholesale re- 
vision in the club, largely in the 
way of getting young players to 
develop for the future, and Com- 
iskey already is looking forward 
to next season and a bid for af 
least a first division berth. 


“There are more of the students 
playing golf in England,” he _ ob- 
served. “As a result there are many 
good plavers. {[ would say that if 
Oxford and Cambridge opposed two 
American universities in golf, play- 
ing with ten-man teams, mind you, 
the English side would win.” 


As to comparative playing condi- 
tions. Baugh said: “The average Eng- 
lish course is better than the aver- 
age American course. The courses 
in England are more natural and are 
not so severely trapped. The eli- 
mate there is. more favorable for 
keeping the greens and fairways in 
good condition.” 

Baugh added that he had changed 
his game considerably to meet Ens- 
lish conditions where the wind places 
a premium on a lower ball and where 
the run-up shot is played more than 
the pitch. 

Baugh, a former University of Ala- 
bama student and Southern confer- 
ence golf champion, captured about 
all the golfing honors there are at 
Oxford. He won the university match 
and medal competition every year ex- 
cept his second, when he did not com- 
pete. and he set the Oxford course 
record of 71. He played creditably 
in the British amateur and in 192% 
it took Cyril Tolley, the champion, 
to ‘pyt him out. 

Regret was expressed in England 
that Baugh’s nationality _ prevented 
his representing Great Britain in 
the Walker cup matches. 

Baugh took his degree in physics 
from Oxford this summer.
